tho United States and all persons within tho 
limits and jurisdiction thereof a£ain.-it aid- 
ins, abetting, countenancing, or talcins u-ny 
part in nny such unlawful acts or cisiom- 
binges. 


Situation nt Seattle. 


SEATTLE. W. T., Nov. 0.—Notwithstand- 


ing tho agreement of thu Chinoso to loavo 
here, tho fooling Las hourly boon growing 
moro bitter. The bettor class o( citizens 
Lavo boon thoroughly cow?-', by ngitators 
and hoodlums, and tho gravest apprehen- 
sions are felt. 


At 11 o'clock Friday night tho revenue 


cutter Oliver TValcott steamed into port, 
and at dayliglit Saturday morning was 
anchored opposite tho city, with her two 
twelve-pounders trained 
on tho Chinoso 


quarters. Notwithstanding this a committee 
of agitators visited tho Chinamen ;iud told 
them to leave at onco. The Chinese are

Throe companies of the Fourteenth in- 


fantry, with a battery of artillery, arrived 
hero by special train at 3 o'clock Sunday 
morning. 


Tho county authorities have distributed 


flfty Winchester riflos to responsible citi- 
zens as a protection to Chinamen until 
troops arrive. 


Tho president's proclamation 
ha-i some- 


what dampened the ardor of tho agitators. 


When tho anti-Chinese committee learned 


of tbo approach of troops thoy appealed to 
tho minors at Konton, Now Castle, Black 
Diamond, and Franklin to coma to thoir 
assistance, 
Ofllcials of the Columbia & 


Puget Sound railroad, however, sido-tracked 
train*, and miiurs can not possibly get hero. 


LATKK. — No demonstration 
was 
mitdo 


xvhou the troops arrived and everything is 
quiet. Tho fooling against the Chinamen 
among tho private- soldiers is apparently 
quite as bitter as among tho laboring mon. 
Several time* parties of soldiers have at- 
tacked Chimimen. In one instance a China- 
man was protjcted by a prominent Knight 
of Labor, who thoroughly whipped tho 
soldier who attacked him. 


PORTLAND, Ore., >~ov, !)—Tho situation at 


Tacoma is reported to be very turbulent, 
although it is hoped that the president's 
proclamation may have a quelling effect 
There woro good reasons to t'ear that the 
agitation against tho Chinoso would result 
in another Hock Springs massacre or worse, 
and many prominent people woro among 
thoso who were encouraging tho most vio- 
lent measures. Tho Lodger newspaper was 
outspoken in its indorsomot of riot and 
refused to publish protest; against the same. 


Ic is learned from Vancouver that indict- 


ments have boon found against thirty-two 
persons of Tacoma for participation in out- 
rages against thu Chiue^o at that place. II 
is understood that among tlio parsons in- 
dicted are Mayor Woisbach, ot Tacoma, the 
police judge, tha city editors of two news- 
papers, and other persons prominent in in- 
citing the outrages. 


United States District Attorney White, 


says tho evidence againRt the 
accused is 


direct, positive, and overwhelming, and lie 
has no doubt of tho ability of the United 
States to convict tho indicted parties. 


From various source* it is learned that 


tho United States will b9 ablo to prove that 
tho Chinese woro dragged from thoir housos, 
cun'od and kicked, puachodand beaten with 
ciu'o-, hustled along with violence, and in 
some instances revolvers held to thoir heads 
to hasten thoir exit. Sick and weak persons 
wero driven out in tho cold and driving rain 
aud forced to tramp a distance of ten mil,)d 
•with no clothing but light cotton blouses 
and trousers. The houses wore locked by 
the mob and afterward burned.
